Section 1. Section 256.11, subsection 5, Code 2007, is
amended by adding the following new paragraph:

NEW PARAGRAPH. k. All students shall be offered the
opportunity to become certified in cardiopulmonary
resuscitation (CPR), which means training and successful
completion of a course in CPR, automated external
defibrillator operation, and obstructed airway procedures for
all age groups according to recognized national standards.
The school district shall offer CPR certification using an

29 standards. The bill requires that the school use an

The specification
is deemed to constitute state compliance with any state
mandate funding=related requirements of Code section 25B.2.
The inclusion of this specification is intended to reinstate
the requirement of political subdivisions to comply with any
state mandates included in the bill.
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
